NORFOLK FULFILLS HER PROMISE TO MAVE A GOOD TIME.

The Weather Was Propitious aud the Crowd Was Enthusiastic and Good

Natured—Large Dolegations From Surrounding Towns Join
with Norfolk in Making the Day Memorahle,
Frot Satnfday's Diily warmly. l-:r‘-rylmdy wis in high spirits

Thire have been calebrations and pal-
ebentions, but many who have hiad wide
oxperience in such affairs nre fron to
acknowledge that Norfolk's celebration
of the Fourth of July, 100¥, has naver
beon equalled in o town of the samo slza.
The efforts of the committees, the
weather, the cordinlity nad informality
of the crowd, the freedom from necis
dents, the abssnce of overindulgencs in
intoxicants, the rest booths and the
magnificent events of the day combined
to mako the day one long to be romem-
bored by those who attended. From
early in the morning until late at night,
the city from onoe end to the other gave
ovidence of enthusinem and patriotism
unrestrained. It was a glorious day,
but those who went to' bed sometime
during the night with heavy eyos, and
aching feet aud limbs had nothing to
regrot. Norfolk oarried out her promise
to the latter and there wera no disap-

intments,
m‘l‘he woather might bave beon  better,

but there were fow complaints on that
goore,  After n season of several weeks
of nlmost constant rain, cold, or clouds,
yestordry's wenther was of the best that
has recently been furnished. The
morning opened olear and inviting, the
gun did it best to cheer and was suo-
consful withont  quoalification. The
gmpll boy was the first on deck and the
firat loud salute to the day Was SuCCess-
fol in awakening an echo of other sa-
Tates, until n small army of patriotie
youths were engaged in all parts of the
city in doing their self-imposed duty nas
y®yng Americans, and then eurly in the
morning, very early, Messrd. Hersheisor,
Hollingsworth and their assistants uon-
limbered fifteen pounds of dynamite
cartridges and fAred salute upon salute
until every man, woman, and child who
had ears to hear was effectunlly and per-
munently aroused and the fasillade was
taken up in all parts of the ocity. The
weather vontinued fine until a wind
was awakoned that added some to the
discomfort of the people doring fhe on-
tire day. About 4 o'clockin the after-
noon a dark clond arose out of the
southwest thint threatened n stgrm, but
tha large portion of the crowd calledfthe
blaft of the storm king, and remaived
with the result of nothing worse than a
few light showers to operate nguinst
their good judgment. At about 6 o'clock
the sun pesped n gly eye out from under
the bank of clonds and went down smil.
ing with the air cool, refreshing and
charged with a quantity and quality of
ozone that caused the blood to course
madly.

The crowds began to assemble at o
very early hour, Farmers' teams by
the dozens and the hundreds early gave
evidence that nll ronds led to Norfolk
and many gaily bedecked rigs with fair
and sturdy occupants in  holiday attire
found their destination 'in Norfolk.
The enrly trains also brought large dele-
gations from surroundiog towns  bent
upon pleasure, The crowds continued
to coms nntil far into the afternoon,
and ivis conservatively estimated that
not lgsk than 12,000 poople of Norfolk,
vicinity and surrounding towns were
afforded entertainment. Among the
towns that fornished large delegations
were Battle Oreek, Meadow Grove and
Neligh on the west, Stanton on the
east, and Wayne, Winside aud Hoskins
on the northeast. Many towns that had
celebrations of their own helped to some
axtent in swelling the Norfolk crowd.

The street on which the sports were
given had been placed in good condi-
tion with the scraper and roller snd the
ropiog off of Main street and thus keep-
fog off teams gave the crowd full sway
without the fear of danger that has

herotofore attended celebrations,
The decorator got to work early and

the business houses and residences were
ablaze with patriotic colors early in the
morning. “Old Glory" gracefuliy
waved from almost every flag staff in
the city, and when the work of deco-
rating was completed the town pre-
sented & beantiful aspect. The ocom-
mittees added much to ehe attractive-
ness of Main street by placing branches
oftrees on the polls along that
thoroughfare and in some instances
whole trees had been bedily planted to
furnish shade and variety of color.
Many beantiful and attractive windows
were also arranged.  Displays of war
relios and curiousities were successfully
employed in many instances to atiract
attention, while scarcely a show win-
dow could be found in the city but that
had its patriotic colors and decorations,

The crowd was good natured one and
thoronghly informal, The most success-
ful merchant, professionul man, politic.
ian and scholar, mingled with the com.
mon man freely, bantered aud ex.

changed jokes and greetiags affably and{ sppreciated,

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and gave ovidence of desiring to contin-
ue the sports until late. The orack of
the eannon cracker and the blank cart-
ridge and loaded cane were cobtinuous,
Whistles, Horns and noise mgking wa-
chines of all kinds were in copatant de-
mand, while nearly everyons capable of
awinging one had o rubber ball.  As ev.
oening ndvanced the fun waxed faat and
furious and although there was little in-
toxication and not an arrest - was mnde
for drunkeuness, everyone seemed to be
full of the ““old Harry' or drunk with
n mixture of ozone and the spirit of the
oconsion, The merry-makers threw
confetti until the strects and sidewallcs
wore falrly covered with the small,
bright colored bits of paper, and the sup-
ply of the merchants was exhansted,
then they resorted to rice, oat meal,
cornmeal, flour and anything that conld
be thrown without danger, until there
was enough food stuffs on the walk this
morning in a sticky dirty paste to have
fod a regiment. All joined in and good
naturedly received if they did not give
that which was thrown.

The committess having the cele-
bration in hand are entitled to nnstinted
praise for the stnocess of the celebration
und the manner in which it was con-
ducted, The exeoutive and all subord-
iuatejcommittees worked hard and con-
soientionsly for the success of the day
and they won, with every oitizen ready
and willing to do what he counld to
belp them.

ADDRESS OF THE DAY.

Hon. H. C, Brome of Omaha Enter-
tained a Good Audience.

The exeroises in the Auditorium wer
greatly enjoyed by an andience of
several hundred people, That which
added greatly to the pleasure of those
attending was the delightful rest thas
the building furnished with its com-
fortable seats and cool and quiet wtmos-
phere. The interfor of the building
had been nicely decorated with fAags
and bunting and presented a patriotic
and inviting aspect. The address was
interesting and instruoctive and @ the
music was of a high order, so that the
hour spent in the Auditorinm was one
of the best of the day to those who
participated

The Twenty-Second regiment band
marched down from the Fourth street
vest booth where they had been playing
and opened the exercises with “The
Star Spangled Banner."'

A chorus of thirteen young ladies
from the Second Congregational church,
under the direction of Rev. Franklin
Baker, gave au appropriate selection in
a delightful manner which was heartily

The title .of their song

“Come where the Lillies Bloom,"" in the
excellent manner for which they have
such jost local credis.

Hon. W. M., Robertson, who presided
in his usnally dignified manner, bext
introduced Judge J. B Barnes who pre-
faced his reading of the declaration of
independence with the remark that the
Immortal doonment had been read at
similar gatherings for the past 120 years,
and that when the people of the country
begin to forget the honored (nstrument
and ignore 1t8 tenchings the dooadence
of the nation will have begun. The
document was rend in o manner that
impressed its provisions upon those who
honrd it.

Mr. Robertson introdunced the speaker
of the day, Hon. H. O. Brome of
Omaha, with the remark that it was a
pleasure to introduce n gentleman well
knownto all and with the statement
that a long introduction frequently
spoils a good address, he presented the
sreaker,

Mr. Brome is an eloquent platform
orator and held the closest attention of
his andience from the beginning to the
ond of his nddress. His specch was not
of the cut and dried, spread eagle
sort, usual to sunch oconsions, but directed
to new thoughts along patriotio lines
pointing out that it is the patriotic daty
of American citizens to discuss and wset-
tle questions coming befors them with
a view to having their memory honored
by coming generations with the same
tlevotion and reverence that characterise
our sentiments toward illustrions ances-
tors, el

He opened his address with prelim-
inaries of a looal natore, stating that,
viewed by n ploneer of 20 years ago,
Norfolk and vicinity has reasons to oel-
sbrate’hor development, almost as much
as that the country had achieved in-
dependence. The growth of the city
and vicinity during that time has been
almost miraculous. Those who toiled
and worried in those days are now
surronnded with almost every comfort
and convenience that conld be desired.
Present conditions far exceed the ex-
pectations of those who struggled along
through the pioneer dnys.

Taking a broader field the speaker
said that the American people owe it
not only to the courage of the fore-
fathers who fought their country's
battles that such a great country has
developed from their efforts, but they
owe it to their foresightin enacting and
enforeing wise laws. All nations have
a day to honor, marking an epoc in their
history, whether they had good or bad
governments, but this nation has existed
to see governments, as favorably started,
result in total or partial failure, The
Dutch of New Amsterdam, the Quakers
of Pennsylvania, the English colonists
of Virginia and the Carolinas, with the
other patriots, although representing
different people and different customs,
anited in building a foundation for a
government that has been secured
during all these years. The love of
liberty governed and restrained by
wholesome laws has resulted in the
developement of a mighty country that
extends from ocean to ocean, from
Oanada to the gulf and is expanding to
include the islands of the seas. Millions
of emigrants, recognizing the superiority
of this conntry over all governments as
fostering individual achievement, have
come to make this their home. It will
not do to continue in the enjoyments of
the country's privileges regardless of
the future, but the questions to come
before us and that are before us must be
sottled with the patrioti¢ consideration
for coming generations that distin.
guished the action of our forefathers,
If we make mistakes, which we are
likely to do, the intelligence and loyalty
of the American peoplé may be de-
pended upou to rectify thém.

The speaker thonght that one of the
questions which demands the thought-
ful consideration of the American
people and one at present of much - looal
interest to Nebruskans is the equitable
adjustment of the expenses of govern-
wment. The people are too much in.
clined to shirk this responsibility ; there
are altogether too few volunteers in the
army of taxpayers; most of us have to
be drafted to perform ounr daty. A
soldier is cheerad by stirring music and
the plaudits of his ocountrymen which
occasionally reach him in the field, but
the men who honestly and conscien-
tiously performs all the duties of
citizenship receives scant credit but is
entitled to warm praise, He did not
think it altogether the fault of the jlaw
nor of the officers that there is this
fault with the American peopls to evade
a just share of taxation. It §s something
that the patriotism of the country
should regulate. Each citizen should
assume his just share of the burden
regurdless of the failure of his neighbor
todo likewise and the burden will event-
ually be distributed, besides there will be
consoions satisfaction of having done
that which is right.

If Amerioa is to maintain her high
place among nations each gensration
must meet,_and solve the questions
coming before it and if “we use our
patriotism and intelligence in adjusting
the questions right we may expect the

same planditg from coming generations

THE PARADE.,

Largest Display of Its Kind Ever Seen
In Norfolk.

The parade was the largest affnir of
ita kind ever seen in this city nnd was
A fuccess in every particnlar. J. B.
Barnes, Jr., who acted as marshal, is
sutitled to a great amount of credit for
the prompt nssembling of the varlous
sections and for the smoothness with
which all were harmonized together,
The prooession was nearly a half mile
long, and while it was not on so elabor.
nte n scale as the Mardi Gras or Ak-Sar-
Ben displays, it really meant more work
for each individual or firm represented
and was quite as creditable to Norfolk
a8 those parades are to New Orleans or
Ompha. The trades floats showed a
grent amount of work and expense, and
the business men who took part are to
be commended for their enterprise.
Many expreossions of praise were heard
for the beauty and completeness of the
parade, the remark being frequently
made that it was the finest Fourth of
July parade ever seen, The procession
formed on west Main Street, marched
east to First, south to Madison avenue,
west to Seventh, in the following order :

Uncle S8am came a8 an advance guard,
10 feet tall, dressed in stars and stripes,
and carrying s Macy camera on his
back,

The bicyele squad, consisting of
boys and girls on decorated wheals,
made a pretty appearance.

The Twenty-second Regiment U, 8

Then followed a sled drawn by four
horses with the executive committee of
the Commercial club, W, H. Bucholz,
Sol. G. Mayer, C. H. Reynolds, John R.
Hays, C. D, Jenkins and (. A. Luikart,
The sleigh was properly placarded, ' Ex-
soutive Committee,’” “This is easy,’
indicating that although it was “hard
sledding” it was a much softer under-
taking than had been the task of over-
coming difficulties in the way of making
nsuccessfull Fourth of July celebration.

The militia batalion came noxt, con-
sisting of three companies: Madison,
Norfolk and Stanton.

Both had warm and
ardent admirers before the day was fin-
ished, and they occupy a warm spot in
the hearts of the people of Norfolk and
vicinity that is & guarantee that they
will be well received here on the occa-
sion of any future visits they may make.
Each band master had his men well in
hand and they responded in a manner
that distinguished them as able musi-
cians and capable of producing harmony
and melody of a very superior quoality.
The afternoon and evening concerts
were composed of selections that were
happily chosan and fit in well with the
spirit of the people and the occasion.
